speech, com m enting on the message, 
and a lively cross-fire 
of debate fol­ 
lowed. 
In which Senators 
Mallory, 
Spooner, Clay, Bacon anil Tillman took 
part. 
Outlining his position in m ore posi­ 
tive sta te m e n ts 
than in ills 
former 
declarations to congress, the president, 
however, hacked down on that part of 
nis order punishing the negro b attal­ 
ion and admitted that he had made a 
m istake 
in attempting to 
debar the 
discharged m en from 
ever entering 
the civil service 
under the govern­ 
ment. 
However, the president stan d s pot 
on the declaration 
tha lie was 
con­ 
stitutionally and legally authorized to 
discharge the negroes 
and t h a t ('(in­ 
gress has no power to modify or annul 
his ol der. 


Bullets the Best Evidence. 


Reviewing the additional evidence, 
th e president lays great stress upon 
th e producing of several bullets that 
were fired iii the affray which he says 
are bullets that can bo fired only from 
the new model Springfield rifle with 
which the soldiers were armed, th us 
establishing conclusively that the m id­ 
night m arauders were m e m b e rs cf th e 
negro battalion. 
Senator Mallory, indorsing the ac­ 
tion of the rn 
-blent, opened the dis­ 
cussion. 
He held that the president 
might have gone too far in preventing 
the re-eniistmv ut of th e soldiers in­ 
volved. h OY eve r. 
W h en Sen;-* or Clay, 
who followed, 
tool: the floor, the debate was given a 
lively turn in' Tillman’s interrupt ie rn-. 
Mr. Clay raid Hie people 
of Cl nrgii 
heartily endorsed the p resident’s ac­ 
tion. 
Senator Bacon

Tliis Involved Senator Tillman 
again. 
Senator Spooner was in th e midst 
of a constitutional discussion of the 
authority of tho president in the c

when 
adjournment was 
taken. 
Mr. 
Spooner holds th at when the president 
exercises his power as commander-in- 
chief of th e arm y the senate has no 
jurisdiction to review his actions. 
He 
also contended that congress has no 
power to legislate 
specifically to re­ 
store the soldiers discharged in the 
p re se n t instance, 
declaring 
that re­ 
view’ can only lie had by im peachm ent 
proceedings, which must originate in 
the house of representatives. 
Several senators have Indicated th at 
th ey intend to discuss 
the question 
and the Brownsville debate is th e re ­ 
fore likely to absorb the attention of 
the senate for several days.

nation. 
The 
roads have 
added 
largely to equipment, h ave increased 
their term inal facilities and have im­ 
proved their methods of operation and 
have, in a measure, met the conditions. 
The situation is serious at present 
and t h r e a te n s the business world with 
paralysis. 
Tile business of the United 
States 
is today 
so congested 
tHat 
from every 
portion of Hie 
country 
arises clamor for relief. 
T he railroads 
everywhere are 
taxed beyond 
their 
pow’cr. 
T he people 
of the United 
States, 
th erefore are 
face to face 
with the 
greatest business problem 
t h a t has 
ever threatened the nation. 
Tile terrible increase in casualties 
in proportion to passenger and frieght 
mileage is part of the price the public 
pays for crowding business so that it 
can be moved only at some sacrifice of 
safety.

'lie operation of trains work an exces­ 
sive n u m b er of hours without a suffi­ 
cient period of 
rest intervening, 
it 
developed 
th at 
no restrictions 
are 
placed upon the hours tra in m e n shall 
work and th a t they tak e a d va n ta ge ot 
the opportunity offered to labor for 
m an y hours in order to increase their 
compensation. 
T h e company, accord­ 
ing to the testimony, relied upon its 
m en to claim rest when they feel the 
need of it. 
The commission dwelt at 
length 
on the question of 
hours of 
trainm en because it is believed by the 
commission that the facts brought out 
in this particular phase of the investi­ 
gation 
will 
accelerate th e 
passage 
through congress of the hill limiting 
tho hours 
of those engaged 
In the 
transportation service of railroads. 
T he 
most 
important points 
were 
brought out by General M anager Fitz­ 
gerald. T ra in m a ste r Kelly and W. Al 
Dutrow, the operator at Silver Springs, 
Ald. 
Mr. Fitzgerald testified t h a t his 
road had never neglected 
an oppor­ 
tunity to te st any safety appliance of­ 
fered that would in any way m aterial­ 
ly 
lesson 
accidents. 
H e 
predicted 
that 
the 
“ su rp rise” 
check 
system 
would lie adopted in keeping a watch 
on o perators and those w ho h ave to 
do with tim use of signals. 
Accidents, 
he said, largely occur as the result of 
the failure of men to ta k e t h e proper 
time to rest.

Defense Will Attempt to Prove that 
Henry Towers was Irrespon­ 
sible From Blow 


AND KICKS OF THE DECEASED 


Henry P o p p en berg Swore th at Albert 
Hagadorn Struck Towers in 
Back of Head 


LINE O F D E F E N S E 


Temporary mental aberatlon caused 
by blows and 
kicks of Snell and Hagadorn—dazed condition continu­ 
ing until after Towers was in jail. 
Previous pains in 
head and previous mental aberation. 


Attorney Hall outlined the defense in 


tho Towers case this Tuesday morning. 


He stated that they proposed to show to 


tho jury that 
Henry Towers was irre­ 


sponsible from tho effects primarily of j 


the brutal 
beating and kicking which j 


he received from Albert Hagadorn and j 


George Snell. 
They would prove, ho j 


said, that there were four men at the 


bar when the Hagadorn party entered. 


That Albert struck 
Towers several 


blows before be went down and that 


Snell and Hagadorn both kicked Towers 


while ho was down. That Towers was in a 


<iazed condition from tho attack when 


he went after tho gun and thut he was 


still in a dazed condition when 
he was 


visited in the jail after his arrest. 


They propose to show further, that on 


a previous occasion Towers received a 


similar blow on the back of the head 


and in a dazed condition he set tire to 


his own house, accidently, and when 


found was carrying out a little ladies 


work basket, leaving everything elso in 


tile bouse. 
It was some little time be­ 


fore he recoved his senses and then his 


mind was a complete blank as to what 


occurred. 


The defense proposes further, to prove 


that Albert said, “ I think Towers has 


gone after a gun and 
I am going after 


mine. 
Will you go with me?” 


Tho defense also proposes to prove an 


injury to the back of the head about 


ten days previous to tho time of ttie 


shooting and that Towers was suffering 


severly with pains in the head, having 


been unable to sleep tilt' night provous 


because of them. 
Attorney Hall stated 


that if in a dazed condition he thought 


his life was in danger and the only way 


to protect it was to shoot the man that 


attacked him then the plea of self de­ 


fense was a good one. 


When 
court reassembled 
Monday 


morning the defendant was in court ac­ 
companied, as before by his wife. 
His 
brother. Alfred Towers was in court sit­ 
ting near him, while Mrs. J. J. C um ­ 
mings accompanied Mrs. 'rowers. 
The 
defendant looked slightly paler than 
heretofore but otherwise showed tho 
terrible strain but little.

The tirst witness called was William 
Smith. 
His testimony was practically 
the same as that of Fred Hagadorn and 
Goo. Snell, differing only on some minor 
points.

Snell was noisy 
and trying to reach Towers. 
Witness 
took hold of him and tried to restrain 
him. 
Snell told witness to let him alone 
and mind his own business.

then left saloon and started for Snell’s 
house. 
When about a block and a half 
north of McLean’s saloon witness over­ 
took three men.

Was sworn and testified that he was 
one of tho three men 
whom Towers 
passed on his way home as testified to 
by Horn. 
Witness heard Towers speak 
to one of the party and heard one of 
th*' party reply, but did not know who 
it was that spoke, or what was said. 


ANTON CLAUS 


Bartender 
for Chas. McLean, was 
sworn. 
Ho identified tho storm door, 
which was on tho front 
entrance of 
M cLean’s 
saloon at the time of tho 
shooting, and showed where tho shot 
ha*! penetrated it. 
His testimony was 
practically the same as at the coroner’s 
inquest. 
He heard a crash, went to 
the door and saw Towers and Fred 
Hagadorn on the sidewalk near Ebin- 
ger’s shoo store.

Brainerd, who swore that ho saw a man 
whom he thought was Towers going to­ 
ward Towers’ homo and in about tivo 
minutes Towers passed him going to­ 
ward the

saloon. 
Shortly 
afterwards he heard the shot and looked 
up but saw nothing of anyone on Second 
avenue. 
On cross examination Attorney Hall 
tried to get the witness confused as to 
location but it was impossible. 
When­ 
ever he asked the location of any resi­ 
dence or business place Mr. Nolan gave 
the street number and could accurately 
state where it stood. 
W itness stated 
that he finished his work on Second 
avenue before going to the McLean 
saloon. 
After Nolan was excused Attorney 
Polk addressed tho court and stated 
that tho state had practically closed 
its case but would liko the privilege 
of putting on witnesses in tho morning 
if it so desired. 
Court then adjourned 
until nino o’clock Tuesday morning.
